SCORING RED TAPE, 
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Navy Officials Tell of the 
Construction of Planes 
That Attempted the At- 


lantic Flight. 


Washington, May 18.—American 
naval seaplanes which have under- 
taken the first flight across the At- 
lantic ocean were built especially 
for bombing German submarines 
and in initiating their design Rear 
Admiral David W. Taylor, chief of 


ithe bureau of construction and re- 


Pair, had in mind the construction 
of ships capable of flying across 
the ocean so as to avoid difficulties 
of delivery during the war. 

This was disclosed today by the 
navy department, which made pub- 
lic the memorandum sent by Ad- 
miral Taylor on August 25, 1917, 
to Naval Constructor J. C. Hun- 
sacker. 

Admiral Taylor, after discussion 
of the problem with his assistants, 
directed the preparation of tentative 
plans to show in a preliminary way 
the size and nature of a design of 
large fiying boat to combine the 
maximum of seaworthiness with 
sufficient endurance to fly across the 
Atlantic to the anti-submarine oper- 
ating bases in France and England 
and to be capable of carrying heavy 
depth charges and a large battery 
of machine guns covering every 


‘ angle of fire. 


It was anticipated that the boats 
would be attacked in the air by 
enemy aifrcraft. 

Curtiss Assisted. 


Early in September Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss, of the Curtiss Aeroplane and 
Motor corporation, and his engi- 
neers, W. L. Gilmore and Henry 
Kleckler, came to Washington at

Colonel Lindsley, in a letter of 
April 8 to Secretary Glass, said he 
was prompted to call the secretary’s 
attention to the lack of co-operation 
on the part of the treasury by “my 
settled conviction that the bureau 
of war risk insurance is on the verge 
of a break-down and failure which 
would be alike a disgrace to. the 
administration and the cause of 
physical distress in millions of 
American homes.” 
He explained that recommenda- 


tions for uppointment of certain 
insurance experts who had been 


persuaded to accept service in the 
bureau at great personal sacrifices 
had been held up for a month, and 


that similar delays by the treasury 
had made it difficult for him to 
build up an _ efficient personnel. 
Minor salary adjustments also had 


been subject to delays so that many |

of the bureau’s 14,000 
had quit and hampered the bureau's 
continuous work. 

Referring to public information, 
Colonel Lindsley wrote to Secretary 
Glass: 

“You know as well as I do that 
the bureau is not in good repute 
with the soldiers and their families, 
and that the best and only . 
correct this impreesion is first by 
improving our services, and second, 
advertising by means of thoughtful 
publicity. I find it necessary to tell 
you that because of the intermina- 
ble delays on passing upon the most 
trivial details in articles submitted 
to the treasury department, I have 
been compelled to impose narrow 
limitations upon the bureau's pub- 
licity, in order to avoid submitting 
to the delays in the treasury. 


Inherited a Volcano. 


“Speaking quite plainly, Mr. Sec- 
retary. you inherited in this bureau 


| a volcano and I assumed its direc- 


torship with a full knowledge of the 
fires that burned beneath it. 

“You alone have the power to de- 
termine whether this bureau !s ta 
be a constructive factor in your ad- 
ministration and helpful to the four 
millions of men and their depend- 
ents, or whether you will permit it 
to be blocked and hampered from 
day to day in the manner I have 
described,” 

Colonel Lindsley plans to devote 
his time after his retirement to 
organization of the American Le- 
gion, the association of war service 
men, Of which he was elected tem- 
porary head at a recent convention 
at St. Louis. Formerly he was head 
of an insurance company, a banker 
and business man of Dallas, Texas. 
He is a democrat and prior to war 
was mayor of Dallas. 

Dudley Cates, of San Francisco, 
head of the allotment and allowance 
division of the bureau, and J. W. 
Barton, of Dallas, .-head of the com- 
pensation division, have also offered 
their resignations to Secretary 
Glass. 

Checks for allotments and allow- 
ances, payments due in May, have 
not yet been mailed out’ by the 
bureau owing to lack of funds. They 
have been prepared, however, and 
will be put into the mails as soon as 
congress this week makes the nec- 
essary appropriation.

“When the train pulled into Com 
Radi- station, a few minutes 
south of Wasta, a number of boys, 
armed with clubs, leaped into the 
train and began roaming up and 
down the corridors. They did noth- 
ing in the first-class carriages ex- 
cept to peer in at us, but later we 
could hear the crash of glass in 
the second and third-class carriages. 
All of us were unarmed and we had 
no military guard. 

“When the train pulled out of 
Com Obu. Rad station we saw some 
of them pass up and down the cor- 
ridcr again, and we began to sus- 
pect that trouble was ahead of us. 
For thev .wewvidin't be riding on the 
train with the insolence they s»iow- 
ed unless they expected iw meet 
their friends at the next station or 
two. 

“They met them quickly. 

“It takes only about four min- 
utes to reach 
Radi, and there must have been 
nearly 7,000 natives packed around 
the Wasta station. They were all 
armed with long clubs and knives 
and led by students on horseback, 
dressed in fezzes and European 
clothing.

“We knew we had little mercy to 
expect from them,

sheet-iron car and looked as if it

We learned that an Eng- 
lish railwrvmoen had been killed as 
he jumped off the train with his 
wife and three children. He had 
been clubbed to death in front of 
his wife, but she and the three chil- 
dren succeeded in hiding themselves 
and escaping.

A native official from Beni-Suef 
stood there with a guard of gaffirs, 
or native watchmen.

Highest Levels Yet Re- 
corded in New Style of 
Contracts Were Reached 
During Week. 


New Orleans, May 18.—The buy- 
ing movement continued in cotton 
last week, sending prices to the 
highest levels yet recorded in the 
new style of contract. Lowest 
prices were mede on the opening 
session and highest prices on the 
closing session. May rose to 29.85 
and was at one time mvore than a 
cent a pound higher than the spot 
quotation for middling. Last prices 
showed net gains for the week of 
194 to 209 puints. Spots made net 
gains of 113 points, middling clos-

For tourists the greatest attrac- 
tion in the city of Fiume has al- 
ways been the famous sanctuary, 
known as the Santa Casa of Loretto.

The 
angels permitted it to remain three 
years longer, when it suddenly dis- 
appeared, and now pilgrims come 
to the shrine of Loretto, crying:

STOCKS ASCEND 
10 NEW HEIGH 


Speculative Inquiry Is 
Broadest Since Begin- 
ning of World War, and 
in Many Respects With- 
out Parallel. 


New York, May 18.—Propelled by 
the broadest speculative inquiry 
since the beginning of the world 
war and in many respects without 
parallel in the country’s history, the 
stock market last week ascended to 
new heights, seemingly without 
strain in any financial quarter. 

There is ample evidence that bor- 
rowings have expanded enormously, 
especially brokers’ loans, and 
absence of control or supervision of 
the money market by any constitut- 


in conservative circles. 

On the surface the only monetary 
disturbance was caused by a belated 
mid-week demand for call money, 
with a resultant advance to 7% per 
cent, but normal conditions were 
almost immediately restored. 

Even the complete collapse of for- 
eign exchange on France and Italy 
failed to arouse more than languid 
interest, except among international 
bankers, who were unable to 
any reasons for this adverse move- 
ment other than the long recog- 
nized economic conditions. 

Bullish literature which circulat- 
ed the length and breadth of the 
land emphasized such favorable fac- 
tors as the peace treaty terms, 
crop prospects, the unqualified suc- 
cess of the Victory Loan and the 
coming session of congress. 

The latter was most potent for 
its influence upon railroad shares, 
Wall Street and the trading public 
proceeding on the assumption that 
early action would be taken to re- 
lieve the increasingly acute trans- 
portation situation. 

Conditions in the leading indus- 
tries, especially oils, shippings, 
leathers and textiles, showed mark- 
ed improvement, but the full effect 
of an open market for steel and 
iron is yet to be determined.

FRANCE 1S PREPARING 


FOR NATIONAL FETE DAY 


April. 1&8.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—France’s 
national fete day, the 14th of July, 
will witness scenes of patriotic fer- 
vor. probably unparalleled in the 
history of the republic, for that is 
the date provisionally agreed upon 
as most appropriate for the grand 
march of the victorious French army 
through the streets of the capital. 

The program is already begin- 
ning to assume definite shape. The 
route will be from the Porte Mail-

The general outlines of the 
scheme of decorations have been 
arranged by a body called the 
French Federation of Mobilized Art- 
ists of the War 1914-1918, and a 
festival committee of forty, appoint- 
ed by M. Laferre, minister of public 
instruction, has approved the scheme 
submitted.
